DENIAL MADE
BY DEFENSE

Witnesses Galled Flatly Gontradict
Statements Made by Harrls
While He Was on the Stand.

GRIER AS A TRAP-SETTER

Took Harris' Money for the Purpose
of Having the Detective Arrested
for Offering Bribes—Councilmen
Colemary and Calpin Corroborate
the Story About the Letter Re-
ceived from Harris and What Grier
Said His Intentions with Reference
to It Were—Councilman Coyne Suf-
fered a Severe Cross-Examination
at the Hands of Attorney New-
comb—Will Make an Effort to
Have Case Go to the Jury Today.

A considerable amount of testimony
for the defense was hcard yesterday
in the case of the commonwenlth
agalnst James J. Grier. In the morn-
ing, Judge H. M, Edwaids declded to
admit the testimony over which thers
was so much argument Thursday af-
ternoon and after court opened yes-
terday morning. The examination of
the defendunt was then resumed and
concluded, and the Lestimony of Com-
mon Councilmen E. J. Coleman and
P. F. Calpin and Seleet Councllman
T. J. Coyne was also heard. They all
denfed the facts that Detective Hare
ris testified to when on the stand.

An effort will be made to gel the
vase to the jury today, but it is not
llkely to be successful, as the de-
fepse has a number of withesses yet
to call. Juror €, €. WHliams, who
wasg, taken il Thursday, was able to
go into court yesterday morning.

Argument on the admission of the
statement it was sought to give Guler
an opportunity te tell about was re-
sumed when court opened in the
morning. My, Newcomb made the
prineipnl argument for the prosecu-
tion and guoted & number of authori-
ties, having more or less bearing on
the case under consideration, to show
thut Grier could not be permitted to
testily to the statements he made to
to receiving the money
from Harris. Judge Edwards, how=-
ever, wus of the opinlon that the tes-
timony was admissable and so ruled.

GRIER EXAMINED.

The examination of Grier was rve-
stimed by his attorney, Mr. Horn, and
he testifiedl substantially to the spme
set of facts outlined in the offer made
Thursday afternocon, when the court
was asked to admit the testimony
Grier sald that he told P. F. Calpin
af the receipt of Lhe letter on the next
day after it reached him and showed
the letter to Calpin, John Loftus,
William Liynett, C. W. McKinney and
T2, J. Coleman in Loftus & Melvin's
drug store a short time later on the
same day, He told them he was go-
Ing to @ez Harris and If Harris of-
fered him money, as he suspected he
would, he was going to have him ar-
rested, He told them to walt awhile
and he would Jet them knowmthe re-
sult of his visit to Harzls.

He went up to Harris' room and
the latter gave him two $20 Dbills,
which he took back to the drug store
and showed to the men he hads been
talking with, He ¢hen took \thae
money (o his attorney, M. A. Me-
Ginley, and deposited it with him.
He also told AMr. MeGinley that he
understood I. T, TFellows and T. 47,
Coyne had also bezn offered money,
and AMr, AleGinley told Lim to bring
them to his office and then thawy
would proceed to have Harrls ar-
rested. He did not have an opportu-
nity to see these men and Harris, for
that reason, was not arrested. Grier
denied posltively that he received the
$1,400, or that any money otherr than
the $40 ever passed into his hands
from Harrvis.

MONEY HE DEPOSITED.

On cross examination, at the hands
of Mr. Neweomb, the witness said
he Is employed by the Asphalt com-
pany uat a salary of 396 per month.
Grier admitted that he deposited $500
in the bank about the time the as-
phalt repalr  contragl  was passed.
This money he had saved out of his
salary. He algo admitted that the
money deposited by him between June
W, 1808, and April, 1900, was between
31,800 and $1,900, this Iucluding the
8800 before referred to. Girler was
then examined at length as to his var-
ious meetings with Harris, but what
was olleited from him did not differ
matevially from his testimony In chief
with reference to these meetings.

2. J. Coleman was sweorn and his
direct examination was conducted by
Altorney John P, Scragg. He corrob-
orated Grier as to the meetings be-
tween Gricr and Harrls at the baker-
shop, and those who were present. He
was sure there were only two meet-
ings at Itohrwasser's, Instend of
three as testified to by Hars, and
that at the flrst meeting Cualpln was
present. Harrls' story was that Cal-
pin was not present until the second
meeting, In speaking about the
meeting at the bakery when: Coyne,
Grier, Hawvris and the witness wern
present, he sald thut he saw no
money on the table, Theéve was no
tuble in the room. He saw Harrls
trylng to force some money on Grier
and heard the latter tell himsthat he
had Jald himself lable to arrest for
praoffering money. At this point,
court adjourned for the noon recess,
and when it reconvened, the examina-
tion In chiet of Colemun was ye-
sumed,

SAW THE MONEY,

Goleman sald he saw Grier In Lofius
& Melvin's drug store one day carly In
lust May. In the drug store at the
time were I, F. Calpin, C. W, McKin-
ney, William Lynett and John Loftus,
Crier sald he had a letter from Harrls
and he was golng up to see him, If
Harris offered him money he woulil
have him arvested, He told those pres-
ent o walt and he would be back In
& short time. He did return in about
fifteen minutes and showed two §20
bills, which he sald he obtalned from
Harrvis, “I am golng to take this money
to my atiorney and have Hurris ar-
rested,"” Grier sald, Coleman was posi-
tive that he had never driven Grier to
the Hotel Rudolph In his wagon, or
that he was ever Iin Hamis' room in
the Rudolph with Grier. He had been
in Harrls' room many times himsell,

That concluded Coleman's examina-

tion In chief, and he wias cross-exame
Ined by Mr. Torrey. He was Intros
duced to Harris In the Soranton house
In March by n friend of his named
Eavers, who was In the nlekelin<the:
glot machine business. He was asked
If on March 20 Harrle was not viding
with him In hls wagon, and he told
Harrls he had done all he could to pro-
mote his Intere=t In having the tax
ordinance amended, and that thercs
upon Harrle gave him four &5 bills,
Coleman denled that anything of the
kind occurred. He had no recollection
of golng to Wilkes:-Barre, Mareh 25,
with Harris and HEavers and while
there entering Into a preliminary agres-
ment to open a gambling house In this
city, The witness admitted going to
Wilkes-Barre with Harvie, but denled
making any agreement ag (o 4 gamb-
ling house,

BAID IT WAHS NOT TRUE,

Colemun also denled that he told
Harrls he would Introduce him to
Grier, who was a very smart fellow,
and would look after the nmendment
of the tax ordinunce' in the common
council, He said that Harrls asked him
to introditee him to some of the coun-
cllmen and he agreed to do o, Cole-
man was then examined at some lengih
as to the meetings at Rohrwasser's, e
denied that one night, while he was
having lunch at Lohmann's with Har-
rig, that the latter gave him a 340,
which he =ald was for (his services in
relation to the amendment of the tax
ordinance,

He admitted vielting Harrie at the
Hotel Terrace at the time the council-
men were arrested, but he could not
remember just what was said. He wus
sure he did not mentlon anything
about the bllls that Grler had depos-
fted with his attorney. He sald that
Harrig safd to him, "You arve all right,”
and Coleman replled, 1 know I am, I
haven't done anything."

P. I". Calpin, common vouncilman
from the Sixth ward, was the next
witness, He was examined by Attor-
ney Joseph O'Brien. One day in Avril
he met Coleman and the latter asked
him to come to the bhakery that even-
ing, that Harrls wanted to have a talic
with him. Soon after he arrived, Grier
came and then Coleman telephoned for
Harris. When the latter arrived Cole-
man introduced Grier to Harris. A con-
vorsation was opened, fnd Harrls
pulled a letter out of his pocket and
held it up. It seemed todhim that it
was o typewritten letter and bore the
signature of C. M, Clarke,

HARRIS' STORY.

Hiaryis Lold: them that thd
stockholders were afraid that the
local management of the Beran-
tun railway company would not
be able to prevent the passage of the
tax ordinance, and as this tax would
practically drive them out of business,
Harrls eald he had attracted the at-
tention of his employes and they had
sent him on to have this ordinance
amended, and If he succeeded it would
be a great feather in his cap and would
lead to promotions, which ‘would be a
nice thing for him, as he had a mother
and a sister to support.

Soon after witness left the store,
NOT OFFERED MONEY.
Calpin was crogs-examined by Mr.
Npeweombh, I{e inquired particularly
about his acqualntance with . W, Mo-
Kinney and if the latter had not en-
deavorad to influence him by money
In favor of the asphalt and electric
light ordinances, Tlhs was denled by
Calpin. He admitted that though he
had seen this evidence of actual brib-
